Giant Air Liner Hurtles 
Into Hillside Within 
Sight of Airport Beacon. 


CHEYEN INE. Wee: Oct. 
Twelve occupants of a giant eastbound 
airliner were hurtled to sudden death 
against a hillside today, almost with- 
in sight of the flashing beacons of 
Cheyenne airport. The cause may 
never be known. 

The stunning disaster of a brilliant 
pilot and a twin-motored ship—a few 

minutcs away fiom Cheyenne, 
fair skies and a two-way radio 
contact—bewildered investigators to- 
night. They found no evidence of 
motor failure. There was no trace of 
fire.

These pests can be hand 
picked, or if this is too great a task 
they can be poisoned with arsenate
